the state, Henry L. Stirnson, picked 
by Roosevelt, would not have inter- 
ested himself in correcting a miscon- 
ception 
seven years old if Colonel 


Roosevelt was not in high favor be- 
low Fulton street—a prospective can- 
didate of tho financial and business 
Interests with which Mr. Sheldon is 
in touch. 


Sheldon Displeased. 


That view, however, was not pleas- 


ing to Mr. Sheldon himself. He said 
that politics had nothing whatever to 
do with the matter and that his let- 
ter was merely justice delayed. He 
said, though, that he wrote the let- 
ter at Colonel Roosevelt's request. 
He doubted tho wisdom of stirring 
up an unpleasant situation, but as a 
matter of friendship he agreed to put 
things straight when the colonel in- 
sisted. The matter came up in this 
•way, as Mr. Sheldon explained: 


"Colonel 
Roosevelt 
and 
myself 


were on a train about 10 <lays ago 
and something in the news brought 
up the topic of the §240,000 contri- 
bution. It was purely accidental. I 
remarked to Colonel Roosevelt, 'Why 
was the truth never told about this 
whole thing, so that it could be dis 
missed forever?'" 


" 'Why can't you tell it now?' ask- 


ed the colonel. - 


"I suggested that it might not be 


wise to rake up the old story, but 
Colonel Roosevelt thought differently 
and so I was quite willing to accept 
his view. The letter states the plain 
truth and ought to stop 
comment. 


Mr. Odell is perfectly aware that my
